The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not adequately disclose a tire pressure monitoring system for sensing tire data at 
plural sensors and transmitting signals of pressure intemnittently to a monitoring unit, the 
monitoring unit including timing acquiring means for acquiring a transmission timing at 
which a signal is transmitted from a sensor, and mode switching means for in 
synchronism with the signal transmission timing signal acquired by the timing acquiring 
means setting the monitoring unit to receive the transmitted signal and monitor air 
pressure and for setting the monitoring unit in a sleep mode for a period of time from 
when monitoring processing is completed until the next signal transmission timing.
